The snow
belt cn this end of the line s varrow. West of
the Bierra there i wo suow ut all, and very
listle 1udls at gn elevuation ol 3000 feet, AbLout
22 miles of shedding protects the track from the
derpeel enow of Lhe bigh SBierra, and there is uo
renson 1o doubt this protection will be ndequate,
with toe nge of the snow-plough st intervals,
